| 23)|| Purity, Force, Roundnefs, Plenty, 
the Manly Graces, the Delicacy, and unparalled Mu- 
fick of it : It hath no Equal by far in any one of thefe 
Particulars ; and as it is the great Source of moft Arts 
and Sciences, the Original of the Terms of them, and 
the Spring of Learning, it bas aju/t Claim to Pre-emi- 
nence over all Languages whatever, without any Lejfen- 
ing to the Hebrew; which, indeed, as it 2s the Con- 
veyance of the Divine Will to usin the Old Te/tament, 
has in that one Senfe a Right to the Preference, but 
the Greek, conjider’d as a Language, both in the Na- 
ture, Ufe, Extent, and Importance of it, is the moft 
finifyd that ever was utter’'d by Mankind.

Yet, beautiful as it is, it is no where fpoken at pre. 
Jent, as the Vernacular Tongue. Ibe Modern Greek 


as extremely corrupted with the Turkifh, and other 
Mixtures 5 and very much debauchd, as in Nature, 
fois Pronunciation: To that degree, that few even of 
the Ecclefiafticks, or the moft Learned among the Mo- 
dervn Greeks, pretend to a tolerable Skill in it. 4 
Specimen of the Modern Greek you may find in the 
Pater-Nofter, i Gordon's Geography, and among 
oiber Inflances of it, we may reckon chiefly in our 
Country the {two Epiftles of the Patriarch of Alexan- 
dria, one to the late Queen, of Ever-bleffed Memory, 
the other to the then Archlifhop of York, aVerfion of 
which may now be read iu the Memoirs of Literature 
fer that Time. They now retain indeed the Liturgies 
of Chryfoftom and Bafil in the older Greek ; one for 
Common Days, the other for Feftivals ; yet they are 
under ftood by the Vulgar no more than Latin by the 
vulgar Papijts. And for Commerce, the Greeks 
sow commonly ufe wiat 1s call’d the Lingua Franca, 
compos d of Italian, French, Spanifh, &¢. And 
this 2s alfo very much employ’d in the Converfation of 
thofe Countries. ibe Greek at fir/t was proper to 
Hellas, a Part of Greece ; but was {pread after 
thro’ Macedonia and Epirus, the Egean Ifles, the 
Cyclades, aid along the Hellefpont to Conftantino- 
ple. Therce it pafs'd to Afia Minor, by tle Grecian 
Colonies ; but did not extingnifh the Native Tongues of 
that Country. °Tis imagin'd that the Twenty two 
Languages Jpoken by Mithridates, were in the Compals 
of this Alia or Anatolia ; that being mo/fly the Bound 
of his Kingdom, Her next Progre|s was to the Coafts 
of Thrace, the Mouths of the Danube, Taurica, the 
River Phafis, Trebizond, and the Shores of the Eu- 
xine Sea, ‘This was the Run of the Greek from Ealt 
to North. She bent ber Courfe in another Quarter 
to Crete, Cyprus, Sicily, and the Mediterranean

Iflands, and wert heyond the Pharo of Mefiina, and 
the Tyrrhene Sea to Calabria, fix'd fome time in 
Apulia ; was taught and fpoken very much in Italy, 
even in the flouritfhing Lime of the Roman Empire 5 
infomuch that the Hiftories of Rome it fel}, by Po- 
lybius, Appian, &c. were written in it. Tully 
owns, that in bis Days, the Latin was very much in- 
ferior to it 2 Uje, Extent, and Reputation. It made 
a Stay likewife by means of a Greek Colony in Mar- 
feilles, im Provence, andthe Maritime Parts of Sa- 
voy. Jt was likewife fettled in Afric, in Cyrene, 
Alexandria, Egypt, ce. which were Pecpled with 
Greeks. There are three Leading Caufes of this Ex- 
tent of the Greek : The Congue/ts of Alexander, and 
his Succeffors, the Crviltty, Politenefs, ard Learving 
of the Greeks, who look’d upon the reft of Men as 
Barbarians ; and their extraordixary Commerce, [u- 
perior to all but the Phenician and Armenian, which 
is the Reafon why they chiefly planted themfelves in the 
SeaCoafis, and did not enter very far into the Iiland 
of a Country. 

But xow the Sclavonic hath taken ber Place in 
Epirus and Macedonia, the ‘Turkith for the moff 
part in Afia, and the Arabic in Paleftine, Syria, 
Feypt, &c. The Modern Greek is now furk from 
the Ancient, more than the Italian from the Latin ; 
and it has not been heard, that any Dialed of the Ola 
Greek is fpoken of late, except in fome few Places 
near Heraclea in Alia, in the Morea, avd fome other 
Towns , but very corruptly and improperly. 

This has not happend fo much by common Change, 
Fatality, or Congque/t, or a Flood of Foreign People, 
as by their own Supinenefs and Indolence. For the 
very Nation of the Greeks is now dwindled to a very 
low Remainder ; low in every Senfe, in Spirit, Taffe, 
Knowledge, and that ancient Bravery that was the 
great Diftinttion formerly of this Country, This may 

give 
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give fome Idea of the ancient State of this Tongue, 
which for Knowledge, Copioufnefs, and Commerce, is 
the firjt of Languages. ‘The Greek Tongue and Let- 
ters are akin to the Coptic or Egyptian, and the 
Names of them almoft the fame, and Eufeb. Lib. to. 
de Prep. Ev. c, 8. tells us from the Confefion of 
Diod. Sic. Bib. 1. p. 86. Ed. Grec. Lat. that mof 
of the Gods, Rites, and Myfteries of Old Greece, 
were borrow a from the Egyptians. 

The Ufe of this Toxgue is fo various aud important, 
that it cannot in a narrow Compafs be defcrib’d. The 
Terms of moft Arts and Sciences, the Knowledge of 
the Clafic Authors, and all that depends upon it ; the 
Kiowledge of the Scriptures, in which the beft Part of 
it, the New Teflament, was penn'd in Greek, and 
the Verfion of the LXXIL which was moft in Ufe in 
the earhieft Times of Chriftianity, for the Old, is writ- 
ten in the fame, Fathers, Councils ; Philofopby An- 
cient and Modern, in all its Branches, and all the Kinds 
of Polite Learning ; of the Latin, which flows from 
it, and innumerable Words in the Modern Languages, 
fpringing either at firft, or in a fecondary Manner, 
from the Greek ; ancient Hijtory, Geography, Mathe- 
gnaticks, Phyfick, Anatomy, Criticifm, Divinity, &c. 
and whatever las a Connexion with them, depends fo 
clofely upon the Greek, that it fully proves the Ne- 
ceffity and immenfe Advantage of ajuft Acquaintance 
with it; fothat he whois not a tolerable Mafter of it, 
whatever bis other Talents may be, is a Stranger to true 
Learning. 

After thefe Hirts, it will be of Ufe to launch out 
farther, and enter into the Hiffory of this Tongue. 
The Iguoraxce of the Monkifh Ages was chiefly owing 
to their want of krowing the Greek, the great Channel 
of Letters. There are, as in others, fome Points in 
it that have employ d the Criticks in a particular Man- 
mer, as ihe fuppoled Agreement of it with the Punic

or Phoenician, the Caufes, Number, and Propriety 
of the Dialeds, the Pronunciation, and the Antiquity 
dnd Reafon of ‘the Accents and Pui ye The Hy- 
pothefis of fome is furprizing (as of Rud beckius in 
Atlantic, ¢, 32, and 38, &C.) that the Greeks did 
not recerve their Letters fr om Cadmus and Phoenicia, 
but from the Runae of the Old Goths : ; becaufe they 
are, moft of them, 10 more than the RunicC baraiers 
inverted ; and thofi which the Phenicians had, more 
in Number than the Runae, came from the Hebrews, 
or Chaldeans, or were contriv'd by themfelves. This 
is left to the Curious. Du Frefire in Gloflar. bas 
been large upon the Corruption of this Tongue ; and 
thinks it 7s due to the mingling of the Greeks with 
other Nations, which left many Idioms of each Tongue 
mit. Salmafius zs of Opinion, that it ras corrrpted 
by the Romans, during their Empire in Greece; and 
it is a Complaint of pie a great Lover of the 
Attic Elegance, Ep. 5 . that a Mixture of Foreign 
Words from other Countries made the Greek barba- 
vous. Antd fome Fathers, as Eufeb. Athanaf. Bafil 
the Great, both Gregories, Chryfoft. Gc. give a

Now as to the Extent of this Tongue: God was 
pleas'd to make uf? of it, as an Inftrument to {pread 
i Knowledge of bis Will am Ong the Heathens. Uport 
bis Foundation it was, that the Tif foription 1 of Pilate 
upon the Crofs was 17 Greek, as well as Hein ew and 
Latin. As to the Hebrew, it was the fir f, ane had 
been there the moft familiar. And in Lati n, the An- 
fwers and Decrees of the Roman Governors were 
made, in the Conquer d Provinces. Hex the F Foren- 
fic and military Words in the Greek of the Nv: v Lofta- 
men. Nay, it was dangerous to be igvorar ne Latin. 
Suet, In Claud. informs us, that the Head Mi a Gre- 
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cian Province was degraded from his Office, and hjj 
Freedom of Rome, for bis Ignorance of it. 

[t was therefore the Care of Providerce, that the 
Divine Will fhould be [pread through the World by this 
Tongue, among other Means ; and this, in one way, by 
Colonies an all Quarters. The olde/t was that of 
Tolaus, with Athenians, 7 Sardinia. Panfan, in 
Ach. The moft famous were thofe of the Doricks, 
Molicks, Ionicks, in Afia. Herod. 1. Strab, 14, 
& 8, & 12. Vell.r.4. HELV. H.8. 5. Tert. 
Pall. 2. The xext in Italy, fo numerous, that it was 
calld, Grecia Major. Plaut. Menech. Jo. Scal. 
ad Feft. de ver. Sig. If? Caf. ad Strab. Geog. 6. 
Here thefe Colonies founded many Cities. Vell. 1. a. 
Fuft. ad Dion. v.426. Val. Max. 6. 5. Gell. 15, 
16. Solin. 8. Dion. Halic. 1. Thuc. 1. Cic. 
in Ver.4. Phin. 5.29. Herod.s.4. Juft. 13.7. 
Pind. Pyth. 4. Sal. B. Jug. ro. 

Then the Greek was more diffus’'d by the Conquefts 
of Alexander, who was Five Years the Scholar of 
Ariftotle. Arrian. Exp. A. 4. Juft. 12. Hence 
the Chriffian Religion was taught and defended, in that 
Tongue, in Afia, Egypt, &c. Ub. Em. Gre. Vet. 6. 

The pfir/t that profefsd the Study of it publickly in 
Rome, were Livius ard Ennius. Suet. Ill. Gr. 1. 
Scipio Afric. the great Friend of the latter, was ac- 
cus d when Proconful in Sicily, for bis conftant Ufe of 
the Greek Habit, as their manner was, in his Appli- 
cation to that Learning. Liv. 29. 19, Salm. ad 
Tert. Pall. 3. Cafiad Bar.o. 2. Then the Hi/b- 
yians, Q. Fabius, and L. Cinciiis, wrote the old 
Roman Hiffory in this Tongue ; aud fo did others 
For the Latin then was confi'd to its own Bounds, 
and thofe very narrow. Cic. pro Arch, Dio. Hal. 1.6. 
Vof! Hift. Let. 1. 3,4. Whe Romans alfo tranfla- 
ted much of the Creek into Latin ; as Ennius did 
Euhemerus, Lact. 1, 2, Tully tua’ 7 and 
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Xenophon. See Quintil. to. 5. ML, Cato, the Cen. 
for, who oppos'd the Greek Learmng at Rome, and 
would not admit the Greeks into the City , yet in bis 
old Age was a pafronate Admirer of it, fo far that he 
wore the Habit of the Cynicks, Salm. ad Ter, 
Pall, 2. Auiguitiis commanded the Romans to ufé 
the Greek, and the Greeks the Roman Drefs, to pro- 
inote their Letters. Claudius follow’d his Steps, [poke 
often the Verfes of Homer in Court, and wrote Greek 
Hiffories. Suet. in Aug. & Cl. And before them, 
the Roman Boys were inftruded in the Greek, as more 
anciently inthe Etrurian. Liv. 9.36. Quintil.1. 1; 
thinks the Greek fhould be learn’d before the Latin. 
At length this Tongue prevail’d univerfally. Juv. 6. 
So that the exvious Roman Peets call’d the Teachers 
af it, Greculi: And it began then chiefly to flourifh, 
when L. Sulla veduc’d Athens, aid L. Mummius 
Corinth. Then their Writirgs, as thofe of Plato, 
Ariltotle, &c. were brought izto Italy. And indeed 
the Greek aid Latin Tosigues anciently were munch the 
fame, The Latin Letters had the faine Shape as the 
moft ancient Greek. Tac. 11. 14. A Proof of 
which is that Delphic Infcription in Pliny, written 
in Ionic Letters. Pl. 7. 58.

Oo —ii, or Tadae}, who defcended from the 
Galli, or Gallo-greci, that feparated from their 
Captain Brennus, and planted themfelves im Eolis, 
and on the Ionian Sea. 

So the Old Britons, by ther Commerce with the 
Gauls, and their Druids, knew the Greek: Whence 
Erafmus fays the Welfh is mix’d with it.  Adag, 
fodbor ri) Suotay 5 either becaufe mary Greeks-in War, 
&c. refug'din Britain, as Smith is of Opinion ; or 
the Britons, leaving their ancient Seats in European 
Scythia, as Mer. Cafaub. thinks, took a Tindure of 
the Greek Tongue, by their Intercourfe with the Creeks, 
See Burt. 

[t is thought the Germans. had the Greek formerly 
from the Gaultfh Prie/ts, the Druids ; who were driven 
cut of Gaul by Tiberius, aud are imagin’d to have 
fied to Germany. See other Reafons, why the Ger- 
man is akin to the Greek, in Lazius de Mi, Gen. 2. 

Nor were the Mofcovites of old Strangers to tt: 
Their Tongue bas many Greek Words, and their Al- 
phabet has a, x,», and B, X,E,T, @ leffer a, a wider 
A 3 a, ¢, y inverted, &c. Ang. Rocha, de Mole. 
Ling. ‘They are thought to have receivd the Faith 
from St. Andrew, who pafs'd from Greece, through 
the Euxine, to the Mouth of the Borifthenes, and Jo, 
as it is faid, to Kiow, then the Metropolis of Rutha: 
And this Faith was # hs there, according to the 
Greek Church, by Conft. Mag. under Olha and Vo- 


lodimir. Hence they believe the Holy Ghoft proceeds 
only fiom the Father ; and ufe leaven’d Bread im the 
: Sacra 
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Sacrament, like the Greeks. See Joan. Fab. and 
A], Guag. de Rel. Mof 

So likewife in the Jewith Writings fome Greek 
Words occur, es Sanedrim from cuvts:y, Manphul. 
or Mamphula, from wovomeanc. Jol Scal. ad Feft. 
which be doubts not came alfo in to the Syriac from 
the Greek : Pfantherim, Dan. 3. for Ueanjeor 

In the Chronicles, he faid be found Rapfod from 
parlodts/. So the Syriac Rehetara from piva KN SC. 
Dav. Co. de Lara, de Con, Voc. Rab. cum Gr. 
Philo aid Jofephus were both, under Vefpatian and 
Titus, great Maflers of this Tongue: The former co- 
pyd after Plato ; and the latter bad a Statue at Rome 
ereed in Honour of bim ; tho’ be owns, Ant. Jud. 
20. 9. that he could not well pronounce the Greck 5 
(yet Selden. de Syn. 2. 9. explains that Place other- 
wife; ) which was the Cafe likewife of Charles the 
Great, Founder of the German Empiye. Eginhard. 
m Vit. Car. Mag. 

In After-Times, many Greek Words came to be 
mix d with the Hebrew. Nehemias, €c. afier the 
Captivity, promoted the pure Hebrew » but afterwards 
it decay'd, on the Wars that arofe upon the Death of 
Alexander the Great. While t!e Scleucidal rezg.r'd, 
the Greek prevail’d much in Judwa: And the common 
People did not [peak the Syriac, bit a middle ‘Lorgue 
between that and the Hebrew, call’d that of Jerufa- 
lem. The Jews brought many proper Names from the 
Greek into their Tongue, as Hircanus, Alcimus, 
Alexander, &c. Mayer. Phil. Sac. 1. 6. Gort- 
on. 2.6. They likewife took fome Grecian Cu/ioms. 
Matt. 9.23. Geier. de Heb. Luc. 5.16. Feith. 
Ant. Horn. 1.13. JF have binted, that fome think 
the Goths themfelves gave Original to the Greek Let- 
ters. Several Infcriptions on ‘Lombs, &c. have been 
brought to countenance that Notion. ‘The Gothic Let- 


ters were increas d and improv d by Ulphilas, a Bifhop

Hence tle Runic Epitaphs on thofe 
tiiat died im Greece, fill i Being ; And a Lap to 
difivberit thofe that remcw'd thither, Stiernhielm, 
Diff. Anti. Cl. 1. Scheff Upf Ant. Loccen, 
Ant. Suec. 2. &. 

Not only the Colozies and the Commerce of Greece, 
but their Sciools advane’d, and fent abroad the Know- 
ledge of their Tongue. That ¢ of Athens, Vell. 1. 8, 

Ifoc. Pan. La. 3.18. Cic. in Brut, Nepos in 
Attic, Laert. in Anacharfi. Juftin, 17 / 3. which 
was fo very nice and exat in all things, and elpeciall 
the Prounuciation of the Greek, that Demofthenes 
made ufe of that Delicacy in bis bef Oration, to prove 
/EAchines was corrupted by Alexander, and to raifea 
Cry among the Peaple to fecond yoo ; for wlat the At- 
ticks {poke m&orv, be [poke pidon, purely to pit 
them upon repeating that Word, “ bafle bis Adverfary. 
For ts mijprovounce was enough to create aloud Gy 
AVLING that People, See Plut.

92, Strab. 17. ‘The la/t produc’d Clem. Alexan- 
drinus, Origen, Athanafius, Gregory Nazianzen, 
Cyril, &c, as Bafil the Great, Chryfoftom, &c, 
were educated in that of Athens. See Herodot. 2. 
Zach. Schol. Dial. de Op. M. Lipf. Synt. de 
Bib. 2. Cafp. Bar. Not. ad Zach. Sch. Suet. in 
Tib. 42. and in Claud. Xiph. mm Carac.’ Caf, 
ex.

Hence the LXXII. drew their Knowledge of the 
Greek ; who were employ’d by Ptolomy Philad. King 
of Egypt, and Founder of the famous Alexandrian 
Library, in the Verfion of the Old Teflament, by the 
Advice of Demetrius Phalereus: Tho’ this is denied 
by Wower. Synt. de Gr. and L. Int. Bib. 3. from 
Laert. 5. Again/t him, fee Eufeb. Prep. Ev. 13.12. 
Prol, Midd. in Arift. Proleg. Polyg. Walt. 9. 
Many of the Ancients thought 1t Divine. Hotting. 
Thef? Phil. 1.3. 3. 9. But this was owing to the 
Hellenift Jews, who magnified it, in Oppofition to 
thofe of Jerufalem, that abborr'd it. Arifteas was 
one of thofe Hellenifts. See Wower. Hulf? Hot- 
tinger. ‘[his was a providential ‘Iyanflation, defign d 
to open the way to, and fpread the Faith of, the 
Mefiah. | 

The Academy of Tarfus in Cilicia was likewife 
famous. Hence the Tutor of Auguftus came, Athe- 
nodorus. Lucian. waxes. and St. Paul. See Scal. 
El. Trih. Nic, Serr. 10, Sam. Pet. Obf 3. 2. 


What 
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W hat further propagated the Greek Learning, was 
the Tran/flation of the Imperial Seat by Conftantine 
to Byzantium zm Thrace, now Conitantinople, by 
whom Natives of Greece were fet over the Province; 
Hence all the Eaft usd the Greek Tongue. Brerew 
Scrut. Ling. 1, ex Hieron. 

Thus the Greek Tongue arofe and prevail’d. Let 
us 20 confider bow it declin’d. In the Seventh Cey. 
tuyy, under Heraclius, the Saracens from Arabia 
broke in upon Greece, as the Goths did before, under 
Gallienus, Eutrop. 9. 6. This corrupted this Tongue, 
as hath been the Fate of others. For the Hebrew was 
corrupted by the Chaldee, which had three Dialegs : 
¥. The Babylonian,that of Daniel, Fzra,and Jeremy, 
See Jer. 10. To. 2. The <Antiochene, call’d the 
Syriac, by way of Eminency, 3. The Targumical, 
or Jewifh, the Common Tongue of the Jews, when 
they return d from Babylon, and of Chrift and lis 
Apofiles. Bever. de Ling. Or. Sciop. de Ling. 
H. &c. So bas the Latin been vitiated. Pol. 2. 22. 
Varro 6. Quint. 1. 5. Hence the Latin ts divided 
znto, 1. The Antient, fpoken at firft under Janus and 
Saturn. 2. The Latin, zx Latium, nder the Tulcan 
Kings. 2. The Roman, during the Republick, after 
the Expulfion of the Kings. 4. The Mixt, from Jeve- 
yal Nations, in the Empire. Wid. Hilp. Or. 9. 1. 
It was deprav’d mot by the Goths. Vall. El. L. L. 
Pr.inC. 3. Hence the Italian,French,and Spanifh were 
debauch d likewife. Lipf. rec. Pr. L. L. 3. And thus 
other Tongues have fallen into Corruption or Diff. 
Bod. Meth. Hift. 9. Henn. e’ées’, 143. 

Thefe Arabs foon fell upon tranflating the Greeks 
into Arabic, as Plato, Ariftotle, Galen, &c. but 
very illand obfcnrely. Hence the Greek Words, mitb 
the Arabic Particle Al before them (as it is thonght) 
Almagefte, § ucsfer, Alchymia, # wyueiz, Alembrc, 
éueiz, Almanach, dasivinsa 6 wavaxos, Manacus 

a“ : Vitruv. 
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Vitruv. rather Al mon aghd zm the Saxon, to heed, 
or obferve all Months, &c. Even now the Chaldeans 
gud Egyptians have nothing which they have not bor- 
row d fromthe Greeks, for Greece has furnih’d them 
both with Mafters and Writings. Hotting. Sp. ph. 
Hif 5. Hor. Hilf. ph. 5. 10 Heur. St. Med. 
Diofcor. 5. 64. Jof. Scal. in Proper. 2. 20. and 
im Cul. Virg. Scal. prol. ad Manil. Salm. an. Clim, 
and Ant. Aftro, Gale ad Jambl. de Myf eg. 8. 4. 
Hicke’s three Grammars ad fin. 

Still the Study of Greek remain’d in fome Places of 
Thrace and Macedonia, till the Redudiow of Con- 
flantinople. Theuthe Ignorance of it was fo great, 
that Franc. Accurfius, a@Civilian, when he came to 
any Verfes of Homer in Juftinian, us‘d to fay, Grai- 
cam eft, non poteft leg#. Jt was almoff Herefy to 
know either Greek or Hebrew: And it zs a pleafant 
Story of @ Monk preaching, that two new Fougues ap- 
pear'din fome Places, the Caufes of all Herefies, cal’ 
Greek aud Hebrew; aud that two poifonous Books, 
term the Old and New Teftament, were 72 fome 
hands in thefe Tongues. Beloved, beware of them, 
they are full of Danger, and will only make you Jews 
and Hereticks. Claud. Efpen. Conr. Herefb. Laud. 
Gr. Lit. Dieter. Gr. Exul. Conftantinople was 
taken about the Tear of the World 6961, of Chrift, 
1453, urder Conftant. Paleologus. Cruf. ‘Turc. 7. 
Chytr, Or, de Stat. Eccl, m Gr. Scal. Catal. Vet. 
Poet. 1. 4. in Lab. 

This occafion’d the Flight of many Great Men from 
Greece into Italy, &c. as, Emmanuel Chryfoloras, 
the Kinfman of Franc. Philelphus. He taught at 
Florence, Venice, €%c. and Leon. Aretine, Philel- 
phus, Guarius, and Poggius, sc. were his Scholars, 
Fis faid, that he difputed with one ‘Vimotheus about 
a Greek Syllable, ou this Condition, that the Conquer’d 
Perfon foould lofe his Beard: The Vidory and the 
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Prize fell to Chryfoloras, who carried the Beard }j 
Triumph about the Town upon a Pole (fays a cer. 
tain Profeffor of Leipfick.) To him fucceeded Beffa. 
vion, a Cardizal, one of the Council of Florence, 
Great Patron, and Mafter of this Learuing. George 
of ‘Trebizond, born in Crete, liv’d then: He was q 
violent Peripatetic, and a great Enemy to Plato, 
He refided at Rome, where he turn'd feveral Greek 
Works into Latin. 

After bim was Theodore Gaza, a Theflaloniay- 
He tranflated into Latin the Hiffory of Ariftotle de 
Animal. and Theophr. de Plant. ; ito Greek 
Tully de Sen, Next was Joan. Argyropylus, if 
Byzantium, Tutor to the Medicean Family at Flo. 
rence ; and Demetrius Chalcondylas, the Reforey 


of the Florentine Schools after him. Then Marcus | 


Mufurus, of Crete, a Grammarian and Peet at 
Padua ; and Johan. Lafcaris, of Noble Birth, and 
great Learning, who-was fent by the Duke of Tufcany 
twice to Conftantinople for Greek Books. With 
thefe liv'd Michael Apoftolius ; ad Maximus Pla. 


nudes, who was thought the Greek ‘Tranflator of Cef. ° 


de Bell. Gall. ‘To thefe we may add, Pope Nicho- 
las V. who dealt with the Merchants to fetch bim over 
Books from Greece. Under this Pope, Quintilian 
was found by Poggius, and M. C. Apicius, and 
Pomp. Porphyrio upon Horace Enochus Afcul- 
mus, Five only of the Greek Refugees wrote Gram- 
mars, Planudes, Gaza, Lafcaris, Mofcopulus, and 
Chryfoloras;, Paul, Jov. El. dod. Vivefl de Rat. 


St. Pant. Tilet. Pret. ad Apoft, Byz. Vofs. Sc . 


Math. 2. So. Platiria, Tho, Mor, Apol, Pro, Mor, 
Er, ad M, Dorp. 

Thus after an Interval of Joo Tears, the Greek 
Learning was reffor’d in Italy, and foon after ™ 
France and Germany. Gregory of Tifernum (107 


Citta di Caftello) from the School of Chryfolors 
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firft profefs d the Greek at Paris, The Hermony- 
mus Spartrata, a Greek, whofe Hearers were Joan, 
Capnio, ov Reuchlin, a German ; and Erafinus of 
Roterdam, whofe Eloquence was preferr'd by Longos 
tus to all the Riches of France. Reuchlin was much 
admir’d by Erafmus, Ep. ad Leo X. and at Rome by 
Joan. Argyropilus, whither he was fent Ambafator 
by the Elector Palatixe , and where he explarrd Thu- 
cydides, and fpoke in Greek; as Apollonius the 
Orator admir’'d Cicero at Rhodes, for the fame 
Reafon. Plut.in Cic. The Univerfity of Paris had 
the greateft hand in the Revival of this Learning, 
which is the very Soul of Polite Letters, and of Crtti- 
cifm; whither many Foreigners went to ftudy from all 
Parts of Europe, and to take their Degrees; and O- 
Jaus Laurentii, Archbifhop of Upfal, commenced 
there a Batchelor. Meflen. Chron. Epifc. Suec. 
Johannes aud Olaus Petri, after Bifhops of Aho, 
were Redors there. And in Germany, Melanchthon 
was one of thechief Refforers of the Greek Literature. 

The chief Diale&s of it, were the Attic and the 
fEolick ; for the Ionic arof’ from the Attic, and the 
Doric from the FEolic. Cic. pr. Flac. Fuft. Il. «. 
de Aff. Dial. and ad Dion. si. 425. Pind. 
Ol. 3. There were alfo many others, as the Beeotic, 
Theffalian, Chalcidian, Macedonian, Paimphilian, 
Argive, Laconic, Cyprian, Cretan, Sicilian, Sy- 
tracufan, Rhegean, Tarentine, &'c. And Homer 


fays, Ody ffl 7. 174, &c. thatin Crete there were Ninety 


yrwonc, or Dialeds. See Hid. Hifp. Orig. 9. 2. Al. 
scot. Gr. Gram. Mich. Ne. Erot. Gr. and others. 
Grammars of this Tongue were aiciently written 
before Grammars of the Hebrew ; and tho’ Time bas 
funk them, Suidas has left an honourable Te/timony of 
them. Among thofe that are come to us, are Apol- 
fons of Alexandria, and Tryphon: The former 
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furnam’d Difficilis, liv’d under M. Aurelius, alm of 
1500 Tears ago ; ond Herodian, ‘( the Hiftorian, as 
fome think) was bis Son. ‘I be latter, it 2s beliey’ d, 
was the fame with that Tryphon, that liv’d under 
Auguftus: Eefides T heodofius, Dionyfius, Chero- 
bofcus, and_fome others. 


Permit me to add fome Hints to what bas been de- 
duc d, and then I fhall clofe this Preface ; tho’ frill 
much more remains untouch d, the Bulk of this Piece 
xot allowing a further Enlay gement, As the Greeks 
ivavell’'d into Egypt for Learning, fo did the Romans 
into Greece , whither they fent their Sons to. Athens, 
&e. for Education, long after the Ruin of their Re- 
] ublick. 

Tie Principal of their Writers, are their Poets, 
Philofopher: ‘, Oy ators, and Hiftorians: To which-may 
be join d the Fathers and Ecclefaftical Authors 5 efpe- 

cially Chryfoftom, wii 7s admir’d jufily for bis Eafe, 
Purity, and Eloquence; Bafil, who 1s clofer am Style, 
and in the Fudgment of Budsus, is not inferior im 
Pui ity to the Arcient Greeks ; and Gregory Naz. 
whe 2s more findted, but Lowever very elegant, pure, 
and Ri aed; and here it muft be own'd, to the 
Honour of the Ho ily Order, that the Advancement of 
this, and all other Learmng, in all Ages, bas all 
along been, and fiill is, chiefly inthe Hands and Works 
of Priefts and Clergymen. 
~ For their Poets, Homer is the Leader, and fill per- 
laps the Left of Pocts ; tho” Scaliger prefers Virgil 
to hii, for bis Corrednefs, Ariftophanes 7s admira- 
ble for that Attic Politenefs, and thofe ingenious Lurns, 
white b Quint] 14 owns to be the Talent of the Greeks, 
bevondthe Latins. But bis Indecencies aye to be guar d- 
ed og cain Euripides isvery fententions ; fothat Tully 
laid, ali his Ferfes were Rules and Maxims. 


For 
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For their Philofophers, we find in Plato the Excel-. 
lency of Reafon fet off with all the Beauty of Lan- 
guage. For the Orators, the Eloquence of Demoft- 
henes 7s marvelous ; only our want of knowiug well the 
Forms of the Athenian Bar, makes him more obfcure, 
and lefs agreeable. 

Ifocrates, efpecially in bis firft Difcourfes, is very 
moral, eafy, and mumerous. The reff of thefe Claf- 
ficks we omit, and their Naturalifts, &c. 

Lucian has Wit, Force, and Elegance , but is very 
dangerous in many Places to a Man, as well as a Chri- 
fian , and:in general, carries the Feft too far ; and has 
too much Ridicule, even to Buffoonry. For their Hi- 
ftorians, the moft remarkable are, Polianus, Alian, 
Herodian, Plutarch, Jofephus, (who is call’d by 
St. Hierom, the Livy of the Greeks.) Herodotus, 
Diodorus, ‘Thucydides, Xenophon, Dionyfius of’ 
Halicarnaffus, Polybius, Appian, ad Dion Caihius. 
To enter into a Critick on thefe, or their other great 
Mafters, would be inconfiftent with ths Work, and the 
Reader mujt be referr’d to other Hands for it. 

Let me add to the Account of their Grammavians, 
Budeus, who fludied under John Lafcaris, ( as there 
was another Conftantine Lafcaris, who taught at 
Meflina, Ann. 1470.) the firft Collefor of the Me- 
dicean Library: And after the Native Greeks had, 
as above 1s faid, written Grammars of their Tongue in 
the Greek ; others began to form Greek Grammars in 
Latin; particularly Urban, Tutor to Leo X. and 
Canninius i the Univerfity of Paris. Clenard put 
out an Abftra& of a Grammar im Flanders, An.15368, 
Ramus another at Paris, Ann. 1357. His Steps 
were follow'd by Cranzius, and Sylburg, Alfted and 
Santtius, &c, only the two latter departed Jomething 
f rom the Way of the former. The Method of Ramus 
is not fo true s but be was the firft remarkable Greek 

(c 2) Mafter 
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Mafler after Caninius; aud Sylburg, Sandius, &¢, 
are to ra look d Mon asthe Difciples of Ramus. Vo~ 
ijius bas added feveral Tatngs from Sylburg and Ca. 
ninius, to the Grammar of Clenard. We might add 
Crufius, Tichonder, Gualtper, Surcin, Gretfer, 
Golius, Huldric, Gefher, pi a lM: Utitude of others, 
But the Grainmar that bas chiefly obtain'd in the Fo- 
reign Schools, bas been that of Clenard. 

Some Remarks may ftill be made on the Pronuncia- 
tion, and thafe who have reftor’d it. The later 
Greeks in France, Italy, &c. had corrupted it, but 

a Number of fkilful Fudges arofe, that redue'd it to 
the ancient Standard. Antonius Nebriffentis, born 
in Andaluzia, was one of the firft that reviv'd the 
Belles Lettres ix Spain, and the right Utterance of 
this Tongue, at the End of the 14th Century. Eral- 
mus compos'd a Book at Louvain to the fame Purpofe, 
ws did Cer ratin in Holland (where this Pronunciation 
wasyecetv d) in a Piece infcrib'd to Erafmus. Cheek, 
: be Procpior of King Edward, and the Royal Profef- 
for in our Nat ‘10%, pal d the fame, agin}? the Endea- 
OMS of the Bihap of Winchefter, Chancellor of the 

Univerity of Cambridge ; fo tha: it is now prafisd 
every where in England. So Vergara im Spain, 
An. 1553. Aldus Manutius, of Rome, i the 
adéeceyo, at tie End of bis Latin Grammar : Lipfius 
de pronuntiatione : Ericius Puteanus, bis Succeffor 
in the Cuair of Profeffor at Louvain, ‘who taught be- 
fore in Italy. See bis Oration at Milan on that Sub- 
jet : Sanstius, Greek Profeffor, and Head of aCol- 
lege in Salamanca, in bis Greek Grammar, &. 
Mecherquus 27 F landers ; Sylburg in Germany ; 
and Hoy, Profeffor Royal in the Netherlands, [a- 
bour'd to the fame Purpofe : The lajt at the Solicitation 
of Eftius ; and before him, Petrus Tiarus, Profefor 
at Doway. Add to thefe, Glareanus, Pierins, Ca: 

merarius 
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merarius, Scapula, Conftantine, Vodlfius, Alfted, 
gud others: Budeus, Poftellus, Caninius, zn bis 
Book, De Hellenifm. Rob. Stephens in bis Greek 
Alphabet, Printed at Paris, An. 1554. And bis Son 
Henry, Author of the Thefaurus; Lambin, Pro- 
fefor at Paris; Simon, in bis Hijt. of the Greek 
Tongue, dedicated to Cardixal Perron, and Robinet, 
both Doéors of Phyfick ; and Valens, the Royal Fro- 
efor at Paris. All thefe have labour’d to reftore, 
among many others, the antient Prorvunciation of the 
Greek ‘Tongue. Mekerquus confirms this, by a 
Pfalter of the LXXIIL. written An. 1105, in fair 
Latin Charaiers, which he faw, and in which the 
true Pronunciation was expre{s'd, Ecclefia, Bafileus, 
&%c. And at the End of it was a Greek Alphabet, 
with the Sound of the Letters reprefented. We fee the 
fame in the Works of P. Innocent II. about the End 
of the 12th Century; that they pronoune’d then, Kyrie 
eleefon, Chrilte eleefon; and that St. Gregory 
commanded, that the Clergy fhould fing the Kyrie elee- 
fon, which was Jung by all the People among the 
Greeks. We fee likewife in the Life of Gertrude, 
of the Benedictin Order, written partly by her felf, 
who liv'd above 300 Tears ago, that he wrote eleifon 
withane, and not eleifon ; and we fee the fame in the 
aus: of the LXXII. which is the Ox of the He- 
brews, and is preferv'd down to us inthe true Pronun- 
ciation ,; notwith/tanding the falfe one of the Modern 
Greeks, that [peak it with ani, Amin. Note, the 
Latin v Confonant is written fometimes by 8, oft’ner 
by ov, as, BeCneG-, keedarc@ ; not that @ is the Greek 


v Confonant, for they bave no fuch Letter. See Suid, 
the Medals of Goltzius, €c.
